REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Foley Computer Graphics book at pages 894-898 cited by applicant on 
10/07/2009 discusses Pixel Planes generating floating point coefficients A, B, and C, 
see Foley book at page 895, and the three newly cited articles by the Examiner on the 
attached PTO-892 provide further discussion of the Pixel Planes operation. The three 
newly cited article are: PIXEL-PLANES: Building a VLSI-Based Graphic System; Pixel- 
Planes 4: A Summary; and Pixel-Planes 5: A Heterogeneous Multiprocessor Graphics 
System Using Processor-Enhanced Memories. Pixel-Planes 5: A Heterogeneous 
Multiprocessor Graphics System Using Processor-Enhanced Memories on page 79 
second column third paragraph last sentence discusses the floating point coefficients A, 
B, and C as being formed by "conventional graphics transformation engine". The 
floating point coefficients A, B, and C are also discussed on page 35 second paragraph 
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Art Unit: 2628 

and pages 38 and 54-55 of PIXEL-PLANES: Building a VLSI-Based Graphic System , 
specifically, this article on page 54 discusses coefficients A, B, and C as being used for 
hidden surface removal, this article on page 55 third full paragraph discusses 
coefficients A, B, and C as being used to generate pixel values, and this article on page 
56 first full paragraph discusses computing grey level pixel attribute. The floating point 
coefficients A, B, and C are also discussed on page 184 first and second full 
paragraphs and last paragraph and on pages 186-190, 192, and 193 of Pixel-Planes 4: 
A Summary. The Foley book at pages 894-898 and the three Pixel Plane articles do not 
teach or suggest in the context of the claims the claimed mathematical equations for 
computing the claimed coefficients A, B, and C used in computing the claimed pixel 
attribute.
